“A bar mitzva is a better mem- 
ory than a wedding. A wedding 
leads to things . . . responsibili- 
ties, a home, children, But there 
are no complications with a bar 
mitzva. The boy has a long way 
to go before he has to face any 
veal problems. So it’s a very 
happy occasion.” 

“Weddings are getting smaller 
and bar mitzvas are getting big- 
ger.” 

“Sure, bar mitzvas are getting 
a big play. More and more people 
are spending more and more 
money on these affairs.” 

“There’s more money around, 
that’s why. At one time there 
was a simple cake-and-liquor re- 
ception at the temple on the Sab- 
path morning and that was the 
end. Now, as long as they have 
the money (and even if they 
have to strain themselves to get 
it), parents want to give the boy 
a send-off he'll always remem- 
ber.”” 

Caterers agree that parents 
love a lavish bar mitzva. It 
makes them feel they've done 
their duty and it enables them 
to show their friends and the en- 
tire community how well they've 
done, 

As for the boy, the occasion 1s 
avery moving and marvelous one 
for him. He is the star of the 
scene, the pride of the family. 
Grandparents weep with joy. 
Uncles clap him on the shoulder 
of his brand-new suit. Aunts em- 


brace him. Everyone makes a 
fuss of him. And he is left with 
a glorious glow which will stay 
with him in some measure for 
years, perhaps for life. 

At any rate, that’s how the 





caterers and the banqueting man- 
agers sec it. 

Religious leaders, however, 
view the celebrations with modi- 
fied rapture. “The bar mitzva is 
an act of religious consecration, 
an individual avowal of faith,” 
they stress repeatedly. “But it 
has degraded from a spiritual ex- 
perience into a social event.” 


Is there more “bar” than 
“mitzva”? 
Well, detail for detail (except 


for flowers and the actual cere- 
mony) a bar mitzva often re- 
sembles a wedding. And often 
costs as much. 


One caterer recalls a three-tier 
bar mitzva in Westchester which 
took three days, with a different 
party for a different set of guests 
each day... at a total cost of 
$30,000. 

A few years ago LIFE mage- 
zine described a bar mitzva in 
which the gifts were so fabulous 
that the Pinkerton Detective 
Agency was brought in to guard 
them. 

There is, of 
able variation. 

A bar mitzva may cost $100 to 
$3,000. It may take place in the 
boy’s home, in a nightclub, in a 
restaurant, in a hotel. 

Or it may take place at sun- 
down on Saturday, “It looks so 
incongruous to have these glam- 
orously-gowned dress-suited peo- 
ple flocking to the synagogue at 
this hour,” laments one rabbi 
“We do everything we can to dis- 
courage it.”

SENATOR FULBRIGHT 


We hope that by now, with the elapse of a week or 
so, Sen. William J. Fulbright of Arkansas has come to his 
senses and realizes the grievous error he made in challeng- 
ing the loyalty of U.S. Jewry. 

IT IS NO PRETTY sight to see a man of Sen. Ful- 
bright’s stature mistake for courage what is demagoguery 
pure and simple. 

In Sen. Fulbright’s case, we see this deterioration with 
much unhappiness. But the process is one which is hardly 
new to a democratic form of government. Some people 
cannot brook opposition, and lose their sense of balance 
when faced with defeat. 

THERE IS ENOUGH difference of opinion in the U.S. 
about Nasser for U.S. World News and World Report to 
see him a petty tyrant whose day is passed, and for the 
Indianapolis Star to still worship him as the savior of 
the Arab world. 

The mistake of Fulbright was to impute evil motives 
to those who disagreed with him. 

But for The POST and OPINION the question is a 
greater one. How can someone like Fulbright come to the 
place where he can accuse a group of five million American 
citizens of disloyalty? Fulbright is no William Dudley Pelley 
or Conde McGinley, yet both of these men in their accu- 
gations have been not only more circuitous, but, as is ob- 
vious, never had the sounding board that Fulbright had. 


THERE ARE CERTAIN sentimental ties between U.S. 
Jews and Israel. Also because of this special interest, plus 
a millenial acquaintance with tyrants like Nasser, Jews 
have more knowledge of middle east affairs than most. 
This is the basis for Sen. Fulbright’s accusations. But he 
makes the terrible mistake of misconstruing this legitimate 
feeling of kinship for one which would sacrifice the wel- 
fare and destiny of the U.S. 

The net result of Mr. Fulbright’s accusations against 
U.S. Jewry would be, if U.S. Jews could be cowed, to yield 
up one of their most precious rights, that of dissent. 

As to the question of whether the U.S. State Depart- 
ment is appeasing Nasser there is a legitimate difference 
of opinion which has little to do with Israel. 


MORE FIRMNESS might, in the view of the senators, 
contribute to stability in the area and thus make a con- 
tribution t° world peace. 

The Senators are more or less accustomed to being 
accused of political maneuvering for their own benefits, 
as Sen. Fulbright heatedly charged. 

But the allegations against U.S. Jewry were some- 
thing else again. 

We think that Senator Fulbright owes the U.S. Jewish 
community an apology. 

In time, we believe a man of his keen intellect, will 
recognize the error of his blunt accusation. What he thinks 
was courage on his part, he will then come to recognize 
as something hardly a compliment to himself. 


ELUSIVE SECURITY 


The position of the South African Jewish community 
seems gradually becoming untenable. 

Up until now, the community as a community has 
refused to speak out against apartheid. 


THIS KIND OF evasion was bound to come home to 
roost. It is not in the nature of Jews to be able to escape, 
even if they wanted to, whenever bigotry rides high. 

And so it is that now more courageous members of 
the Jewish community are beginning to lash out against 
apartheid and finally the Jewish community as such will 


be forced to take a position too, and we know what it 
will be. 


WHETHER THE NEWS story (P-O, Apr. 29) to the 
effect that the Vorwoerd government will use anti-Semitism 
as a weapon if economic conditions deteriorate is accurate 
or not makes no difference. Apartheid is no solution to a 
grave problem because it is inherently evil. That it moves 
civilization back several centuries is only a commentary 
to the basic inhumanity of the plan. 

Jews may think they can evade taking a stand on a 
moral question. But when they do, they give up something

As the guest of Air France, which was 
inaugurating its direct service from Chicago 
to Paris on its Boeing jets, we spent three 
exciting days in Paris. It was one of those 
dream trips where you take in every top 
spot, see every famous part of a fantastic 
city, get the most luxurious treatment, and 
are almost in the position of having an 
Aladdin’s lamp to bring the genii to do your 
bidding. 

There was hardly a Jewish angle, if you'll 
pardon me for taking this kind of a vacation 
away from Jewish life. 

AN AMERICAN JEW in Europe must 
see the Jewish sights. I saw practically none, 
although had we had our way it could have 
been entirely otherwise. 

Going through the Louvre, having lunch 
at the exquisite restaurant in the Eiffel tour, 
visiting Versailles and getting a glimpse into 
the royal past of France, browsing along the 
left bank, Notre Dame, the garden of Tuil- 
leries, Sacre Coeur and Montmarte, and the 
long ride through Bois de Boulonge, the forest 
in the middle of Paris. 

The meals were just what anyone who has 
been to Paris would tell you about. Three 
glasses of wine at every meal, and food that 
dissolved almost at the touch of your lips, 
with the kind of savory flavors that you as: 
soclate with the utmost in cuisine. 


JUST SO YOU'LL see how much was 
placed into those three days in Paris, we ate 
at these famous spots, The Laurent on the 
Champs Elysees, La Mere Catherine on the 
Place du Terte, The Lido, Auberge de la Mou- 
tiere at Montfort L’Amaury, and the luncheon 
we've already mentioned at the Eiffel Tower. 

The Jewish angles, as we mentioned, were 
sparse. 

There were three Jews among the 100- 
odd midwestern newspapermen invited to make 
the trip. One is famous in the advertising 
world. He’s Sidndey Bernstein, vice-president 
and editorial director of Advertising Age. It 
turned out that the Bernsteins—Mrs, Bernstein 
was at O’Hare airport to see him off—have 
been readers of The POST and OPINION for 
years. And then there was Mrs. Anna Rajinski, 
of Montreal, who really is not a newspaper- 
woman, and who got in because she’s been 
such a great friend of Air France. She’s a 
former president of Canadian Hadassah, and 
on the board of WIZO, which is the Women’s 
International Zionist Organization. What's 
more she’s’ sister to I. L. Kenen, whom you 
know as head of the American Israel Public 
Affairs Committee, in Washington, D. C. 


SO THIS IS ALMOST the sum total of 
the Jewish angle, the freeest three days of 
Jewish activity that we've had in almost 30 
years. As we drove through the Bois de Bou- 
longe, our driver pointed to a building hidden 
among the tree which he said had all the win- 
dows sealed. This is where he said the Jews 
were gassed to death by the Nazis during the 
invasion of France. We asked to be taken to 
the Paris Memorial to the 6 Million Jews, 
but we weren’t that close to it and our driver, 
Robert Gossioux didn’t seem to be too aware 
of it. 

We did make a hasty trip to the Israel 
Consulate, and thereby might have been 
enough Jewish news to have given us material 
for some top stories for weeks, While we

the Zion found upon arrival that 
they were shunted elsewhere. 
This wholesale deflection of tour- 
ists away from the city at first 
caused some concern among the 
shopkeepers of the city, but they 
soon discovered that on the whole 
the personnel of the movie spent 
more freely than the casual 
sightseers. No one is willing to 
admit it, but it appears that a 
minor economic boom has _ hit 


Haifa, though obviously not 
every businessman benefits di- 
rectly. 

Even the Zion is not big 


enough for the whole crew, and 
other hotels and inns have been 
requisitioned, at least in part. Up 
on top of the Carmel has been 
stationed the technical _ staff, 
most of them brought to Israel 
from Italy. The whole establish- 
ment has taken on an Italian air, 
and the Italian language is more 
frequently heard in the lobby 
than English or Hebrew, 


PROFESSORS at the Technion 
were alarmed not long ago when

drop in attendance at lectures. 
The abnormally high absenteeism 
continued for almost two wecks, 
and an explanation was soon 
forthcoming. More than a hun- 
dred of the engineering and arch- 
itecture students had been signed 
on as extras, and were taking 
part in the daily shooting. 

The Technion boys were for the 
most part “prisoners” in the 
Acre jail, and their stampeding 
escape during the jailbreak will 
be one of the dramatic highlights 
of the film.
